FIRE;EISK AND ELECTRIC; LIGHT. 


Messrs. K. E. Crompton and J..E. H. 


Gordon, members of the Society of Tele- 
graph Engineers, iu a joint letter lo the 
London Times, say:— 


'•Various conflicting slalements have 


from time to time been put forward as to 
electric light and lire 
risk. 
On the one 


hand, it has been said that the use of 
electric light guarantees absolute safety 
from fire; and, on the other hand, the 
fact that no fewer than six tires occurred 
in the recent Paris exhibition has caused 
certain lire offices lo actually charge an 
increased premium when electric light 
is substituted for gas. 
We. in common, 


we think, with other electric-light engi- 
neers, believe lliat electric 
light 
is 


absolutely safe if certain definite and 
well-understood rules are observed in ar- 
ranging tho installations: but that, like 
every 
other kind of power, whether 


steam, gas, water, or animal, it will be a 
fruitful source of danger if the arrange- 
ments are intrusted to ignorant or un- 
skilful hands. 
When two wires become 


accidently connected they sometimes are 
heated to redness by cm-rents which pass 
through the wires only instead of through 
lamps. 
It appears to us that the subject 


is one of great importance, as, on one 
hand, if the installations are made un- 
skilfully, 
fires 
will 
occur, 
while, on 


Ihe other, if through blunders in early 
installations 
enough 
iivos 
are 


caused to ainrai the insurance officer, 
electric light enterprise will be serionsly 
hampered by the heavy premiums which 
will he charged. The Phoinix, one of Ihe 
oldest and largest of our tire-insurauce 
offices, has investigated the matter, and 
as a resuit has received an admirable re- 
port from their engineer, Mr. Musgrave 
Heaphy, 0. E. ' The report concludes as 
follows:—'And now '.v:th 
reference lo 


the question as to whether Ihe elwlrie 
light, taken as a whole, is safer or more 
hazardous than gas, I am of the opinion— 
so far as conclusions can be drawn 
from 


the present knowledge of Ihe subject— 
that where systematic and proper pre- 
cautions are taken there is less danger 
from electric lighting than from gas: 
but that if carelessly or ignorantly ar- 
ranged, or improperly worked, then seri- 
ous lires may bo apprehended."'
